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Influence and Statistics of Spiritualism.

Delivered in Vineland, N. J., at the 24th Anniversary Celebration 
of Modern Spiritualism, March 31, 1872, 


An event in human affairs, measured by the flight of time, 
is but a minute point of light shining into the world of dark- 
ness. But the imperishable inmost spirit, measured by the 
innumerable number of sensations and ideas which it may ex- 
perience and manifest, is nothing less than a revelation of the 
hallowed harmonies of the universe. By various instrumen- 
| talities, however, an event, beginning asa prophetic star in 
b. . the black sky of ignorance, may be absorbed and assimilated 

“py tlie life of humanity, and multiplied and expanded and di- 
versifled by various individuals, untilit shines forth аз the 
full-orbed sun of righteousness with healing in its infinitely 
extended and lovingly brooding wings. 

Spiritualism, measured by its modern history, commenced 
in the very bosom of poverty and obscurity—a point of light 
shining into the abounding gloom of materialism. Twenty- 
four years ago this day, in the Empire State which holds the 
metropolis of the continent, a sound, breathing the approach 
of “a new heaven and a new earth,” floated down from multi- 
tudes gathered upon the resounding shores of the summer- 
land. And to-day we meet to commemorate that event, and to 
review briefly those developments which, unceasingly flowing 
and expanding from that point throughout the civilized races, 
have destroyed both death and hell, and brought immortality 
to light. ' 

First, then, as to its Origin. Spiritualism is founded upon 
spiritual constitution of man. It is аз natural to the essence 
of his imperishable inmost as materialism is natural to the in- 
stincts of his destructible physical organization. The unceas- 
ing recurrence of the phenomena of death in the universe of 
organs and bodies is complemented in the world of essences 
and spirits by the perpetual manifestations of limitless and 
deathless powers. Hence, strictly speaking, the History of 
Spiritualism is co-evil with the life of humanity. Manifesta- 
tions of spirit commenced with the birth of mankind, at which 
time also commenced the human fear of death. 

But now we commemorate the origin of the modern revival, 
after a comparative sleep of such phenomena, following the law 
of tides in flooding and ebbing through the world, and thus we 

' begin with the external fact. By way of definition, Spiritual- 
ism may be seen as— 

lst. A demonstration of a spiritual constitution within man's 
body. 

2d. A demonstration that this organized spiritual] man tri- 
umps over the death of the body. 

3d. A demonstration that he can re-visit the earth and bring 
testimonies to mankind. 

Thus estimated, we assemble to unite our thanksgiving, nnd 
to mingle our benedictions over one of the most memorable 
&nd illustrious events possible to the entire life of mankind. 
Itis nothing less than в demonstration to the materialized 
senses of another universe, with its loftier harmonies and limit- 
less possibilities freely opened to each individual soul! 

Fourand twenty years, through every conceivable ngency 
this demonstration has been constructing a ladder of thought 
&nd affection—a means of ascent and descent between the world 
of things and the realm of eternallife. Looking through the 
lens of time, we behold bright messengers of love from the 

Bummer Land, bearing the torch of philosophic truth, march- 
ing through the habitations of men, pouring а new light over 
science, developing into usefulness and beauty intellectual and 
moral powers till then sleeping in many honest souls, victori- 
ously attacking the strongholds of [oppreseion, overcoming 
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pride and ignorance in high stations, and crowning and filling 
the whole humanity with joys unspeakable and full of glory. 

Yet the great outside world is only vexed and perturbed by 
this uncontrollable demonstration. Although hundreds of 
thousands, yea, millions upon millions of minds have been 
reached and influenced, yet the present aspect of the move- 
ment is far from satisfactory. 

Second, then, as to ils üyluence. In surveying the field, in 
all candor, I am enabled to number the great multitude of four 
millions of persons, interested in, but not yet liberalized by 
modern Spiritualism. These minds are both within and 
without church organizations. With these the initial pheno- 
mena have not been excelled, nor yet sufficiently multiplied 
and defined to convey them beyond the simple fascination of 
the supernatural and wonderful. 

Another multitude approach the sounding shore; with ex- 
pectant breathing they inhale the atmosphere of this new dis- 
pensation; they become liberalized, but not convinced; and 
they number above one million of the world’s brightest and 
bravest intellects. These are women and men of thought and 
action; in walks of music, literature and art; they take part as 
universal educators and inspirers in colleges and lesser institu- 
tions for the advancement of both sexes and all races. 

There is yet to be counted another host, about four hundred 
thousand in this country, who are convinced, but not improved, 
by the influential revelations of modern Spiritualism. These 
investigators have breathed the nir of physical phenomena, but 
their social and moral faculties do not feed at the reservoir of 
principles, in which our Heavenly Parents hide the nourish- 
ment of the best life for mind and for the wholeeome growth 
of character. These Spiritualists, being perfectly convinced 
of the fucts, are energetic both as writers and public advocates. 
Their thoughts are eloquent, and their discourses bright as 
stars. With unclouded intellects, ond lifted somewhat by the 

under-flood of common inspiration, they proglaim the truth. 
They effectively aid in establishing among men a knowledge 
of the facts, yet threaten to overthrow our temple of truth, 
erected in sincere and thoughtful minds, by disorderly conduct 
of their external lives. And yet, immortal laurels bloom on 
the heights of Spiritualism, and what was called ‘evil, and 
that continually,” is transformed to stepping-stones for the 
approaching feet of the faithful. 

Another army is marching this way, numbering one million 
and six hundred adult women and men. These shine with the 
light of regeneration; they are each individually improved, but 
not inspireed; they receive the exalted harmonies of the new 
dispensation into their private lives; by experience, reason and 
cultivation they absorb and assimilate the essentials of our 
principles; and thus, without immediate inspiration or angel- 
help, these sixteen hundred thousand in our ranks interpret 
and exemplify the enrichments and exaltations flowing} from 
the fountain around which we this day meet to rejoice. 

A bright procession, numbering quite two millions, approach 
through the golden gates of Spiritualism, with freedom ond 
knowledge emanating from them like effulgence from the sun, 
proclaiming that the world’s second birth is at hand, prophesy- 
ing of bloody struggles yet to come, when despots and bigots 
shall combine against progress to their own destruction—this 
throng in Spiritualism are inspired but not organized— 


individualism in its first fruition, a mighty  move- 
ment sweeping across the Continent from sen to 
sea, terrible as а dark barbarian mob marching 


with ever-increasing power against the strongholds of 
ignorance, error, bigotry and superstition. The glory and 
beauty of free religion, and the victorious development of a 
higher civilization, waving and expanding like a golden har- 
vest beneath the heavens of the Summer-Land,are promised by 
the efforts of this unorganized mob of inspired women and 
men, to the number of twenty hundred thouasnd !

5. Spiritualism has lifted out of ignorance, poverty and ob- 


security, and filled with an unorganized (because unorganizable) 
inspiration not less than two millions (2,000,000) of the earth’s 
present inhabitants.

The chief manifestations of the mission and pow- 


sical regeneration, although it is popularly and erroneously bea 
lieved that angel-ministrations are directed for the most part 
to the augmentation of the worldly comforts of true believers. 

Notwithstanding the truthful array of figures here presented, 
the fact remains that human communication with the inhabi- 
tants of celestial lands is exceedingly rare, mixed and fre- 
quently unreliable. Not more than one hundred and fifty 
test mediums devote their time exclusively to the demands of 
the public. In private home retreats, whither the cautious and 
cowardly gather for investigation and the gratification of insa- 
tiable curiosity, we can number at least 3,000 ou both sides of 
the Atlantic, whose names have not been catalogued among 
professional and publicly accessible mediums. The propor- 
tion is only one medium conscious of an experience in Spirit- 
ualism, to hundreds of thousands of adult persons as yet both 
unconscious and uni aisi of what we this day assemble to 
celebrate. 

Of speakers and' ministers of Spiritualism, including editors 
and publicly avowed advocates, continually in the field, either 
settled or travelling, the number is exceedingly limited, com- 
pared with the ministerial force of any prominent denomina- 
tion of Christians. So farin ourhistory the public demand 
for abnormal speakers is greatly in excess of thesupply. In- 
spirational dicourses, especially if developed successfully by 
questions sent to the rostrum by the audience—thus convey- 
ing at опсе а test and instruction, both through prose and 
spontaneous verse— possess undiminished charms for those 
who take deep interestin Spiritualistic claims and ideas. "This 
popular want has been and is being met by about forty men 
and sixty women, whose ranks are continually recruited from 
circles, in which speakers receive their first lessons 
under psychological control, and out of which they graduate 
to the conference rcom and public rostrum. This wide- 
spread demand of the popular appetite for spontaneous prose 
and inspired verse, has shut like an iron door against the ap- 
proaching ministry of cultivated normal teachers, who write 
under the inspiration of great principles, and deliver their 
productions from manuscript. These, consequently, believing 
in subjective mental industry and voluntary spirit culture, re- 
tire into other fields of usefulness, in politics, religion, social 
reforms, etc., surrendering the spiritualistic platform almost 
wholly to trance, psychological and inspirational advocates. 
By this means converts are multiplied, while the standard of 
individual and self-responsible spiritual culture is being stead- 
ily lowered to а level with popular Methodism. The societies 
and corporations of Universalists, Unitarians nnd free religion- 
ists reap large crops out of our harvest fields from this cause 
alone, Spiritualism fails to utilize normal talents freely offer- 
ed from the ranks of scholastic self-educated women and men. 
They are compelled to tind employment and adequate remu- 
neration in liberal but less congenial associations. Spiritual- 
ism will accomplish nothing more than an ordinary victory 
over superstition until it’s enlightened friends raise the stand- 
ard of social, moral and intellectual culture. Then, and not 
until then, will our immortal principles interest leading minds, 
and lift mankind toward unity and happiness ! 


Four and twenty years find us with only the semblance of 
organizational existence. The form does not exist because 
there is among us no formative soul. We are like grains of 
sparkling sand, which will not unite; not like drops of water, 
which inevitably flow into co-operative fellowship. In this 
feature our movement is as original as are the most of our car 
dinal propositions,

Dr. G. L. Ditson, a thorough scholar, elegant writer, and de- 
voted Spiritualist of Albany, N. Y., thus reviews Ше “ Pil- 
grim," or biography of Mr. Peebles, in a late Banner of 
Light: 

The weird, the wild, the fanciful in the field of fiction; the 
strange, the startling, the tragic in tho banlieues of biography, 
are what the mass expect to encounter when they open the 

rovoking covers of a romance ora biography. In the work 
[о me—the Biography of J. M. Peebles—I find the weird 
and the startling, the strange and the seemingly fanciful, and 
all that the tragic and wild in this weird world of ours might 
evoke from our soul's sanctuary. Not that Mr. Peebles ever 
murdered anybody, (unless he killed them with his kindness, ) 
not that his beautiful book is not the very essence of truthtul-

Party, and consider the nomination of candidates for President 
and Vice-President of the United States, who shall be the best 
possible exponents of political and indastrial reform. 

The Republican party, in destroying slavery, accomplished 
its entire mission. In denying that ‘‘ citizen" means political 
equality, it has been false to its own definition of Republican 
Goverament; and in fostering land, railroad and money mo- 
nopolies, it is building up а commercial feudalism dangerous 
to the liberty of the people. 

The Democratic party, false to its name and mission, died 
in the attempt to sustain slavery, and is buried beyond all 
hope of resurrection.

We,"the undersigned citizens of the United States, believing 
the time has come for the formation of an entirely new party 
whose principles shall meet the vitalissues of the hour purpose 
ќо hold a Convention in the city of New York, on the 9th 
and 10th of May, 1872, for the purpose of constructing a plat- 
form and considering nominations for President and Vice- 
President—the first so broad as to include every human right, 
and the last, the best possible exponents of every branch cf 
reform. 

. Some of the reasons, which render this step necessary, are as 

follows : 

We charge on the present Government, that in so far as it 
has not secured freedom, maintained equality and adminis- 
tered justice to each citizen, it has proven a failure; and since 
itexists without the consent of the governed, therefore, that it 
is nota republican government. - 

We charge it with being a political despotism, inasmuch as 
the minority have usurped the whole political power, and by its 
unscrupulous use prevent the majority from participation 
in the government, nevertheless compelling them to contribu 
to its maintenance and holding them amenable to the laws, 
which condition was described by its founders as absolute 
bondage. 

We charge it with being a financial and military des- 
potism; using usurped power to coerce the people. 

We charge it with using and abnsing millions of citizens who, 
by the cunningly devised legislation of the privileged classes, 
are condemned to lives of continuous servitude and want, 
being always half fed and half clothed, and often half sheltered. 

We charge it with gross and wicked neglect of its children, 
permitting them to be reared to lives of ignorance, vice and 
crime; as a result of which it now has more than five and a 
half millions of citizens over ten years of age who can 
neither read nor write. 

We charge it with having degenerated from its once high 
estate into a mere conspiracy of office-holders, money-lenders, 
land-grabbers rings and lobbies, against the mechanic, the 
farmer and the laborer, by which the former yearly rob tho 
latter of all they produce. 

And finally we indict it as a whole, as unworthy of longer 
toleration, since rivers of human blood, and centuries of human 
toil, are too costly prices to be demanded ofa people who have 
already paid the price of freedom; nevertheless, such was the 
price demanded and paid fora slavery, which, in point of 
human wretchedness, was comparitively as nothing to that 
which still exists, to abolish which it promises to demand still 
more blood and greater servitude and toil 

In view of these conditions, which are a reproach upon our civ- 
ilization, all persons residing within the United States, regard- 
less of race, sex, nationality or previous condition; and espe- 
cially Labor, Land, Peace and Temperance reformers, and 
Internationals and Woman Snoffragists—including all the 
various Suffrage Associations—as well as all others who believe 
the time has come when the principles of eternal justice and 
human equity should be carried into our halls of legislation,

WHEELOcK: The following letter was sent some weeks 
since to the Religio-Philosophical Journal, for publication in 
that sheet, but friend Jones has seen fit to exclude it. I now 
send it to you with the hope that you will give itto the public, 
not as a vindication of Dr. Slade, for he needs nothing of the 
kind at my hands, but as a gentle rebuke to the Journal named 
for going out of its way to give currency and greater publicity 
to the malicious slanders originally published in the New York 
Sun. I like the general tone of the R. P. Journal, and believe 
its position in regard to nearly all the important questions of 
the day to be correct, but when a paper that professes to advo- 
cate the cause of Spiritualism goes so far out of its proper 
sphere as to republish charges made by the secular press against 
one of our most prominent mediums, not one of which has 
been proved, or rests on any foundation of fact, and then calls 
almost frantically upon that medium to clear himself of these 
charges, it seems to me quite time that some remonstrance 
should be made! From the large portion of the public press 
unfriendly to Spiritualism and its mediums, we can hardly ex- 
pec} that they will receive fair and unprejudiced treatment ; 
but when a paper that is professedly friendly to both, pursues 
a medium with such unrelenting bitterness, it calls forth the 
evidences as wellas the sympathies of hundreds that there 
must be some who can and will vindicate his mediumship and 
honesty :— 

Would it not be more reasonable for the Religio-Philosophi- 
cal Journal to call upon those who have tested these manifesta- 
tions, than to assume, that a statement or denial by Dr. Slade, 
could in any sense clear himself from the pretended ‘‘ expose" 
it published against him.

dium within my knowledge, before the public to-day, that has 
not been repeatedly accused of fraud and deception, bnt were 
they to leave their legitimate business to attempt to answer 
and clear up all such accusations they would have time for 
little else than controversy, and the cause and the world would 
be none the better for it. Besides, it is not competent for an 
accused party to testify in his own favor. One who would be 
guilty of such frauds as аге charged against Dr. Slade would, 
of course, falsify to cover them; so what would you gain from 
his testimony ? 

I do not know what the doctor has done, or intends to do in 
regard to your demand, but it seems to we that what he showd 
do, would be to pass it by in silence, or at most, to give the 
charge a firm and dignified denial as a whole, leaving all who 
are dissatisfied with that to come and investigate for them- 
selves. 


In regard to the fairness of the New York Sun, I will say,

of Spiritualism, I have been favored with the pernsal of an oc- 
casional number of the Banner of Light, by which means 1 have 
become acquainted with the beautiful philosophy which has 
grown out of those first feeble, but real physical demonstra- 
tions. 

It was not till August last that I have ever had an opportuni- 
ty to attend a public Spiritualist meeting. 

At that meeting I heard the best speaking from Mr. Fish, 
Miss Dutton and others, I ever listened to, and I have heard

Ginn, in the Court of Common Pleas, for what, if the plaintiff's 
story be true, is something more than malpractice. Mary 
McGinn charges that having been led astray by a Dr. Palmer, 
his sister, after endeavoring in vain to get her to consent to an 
operation, got her, bya trick, info Madame Von Buskirk’ 
honse, and that there the Madame, by force, compelled her to 
submit to two attempts to produce an abortion, which failed, 
but made her very ilL. On affidavits setting forth thess facta the 
defendant was arrested, her bail being fixed at $5,000. In de- 
fanlt of bail she was locked up last Saturday in Ludlow street 
jail. 

Yesterday she applied to Judge Loew for her release, ora 
great reduction of bail She claims that she never saw tha 
girl unti] abont two weeks ago; that then the girl came in de 
manding $2,000, threatening a snit if she did not comply, and 
that on her refusal the arrest was roade. In this sheis su 
ported by the affidavit of Ler son. She also produces tne 
record of the filiation proceeding brought by the plaintiff 
against Dr. Palmer before Justice Ledwith to show that she 
then charged the attempted operation onanother person.

The public library of Cincinnati has been open on Sundays 
abouta year, and the experiment has proved the wisdom of 
the policy. Mr. W. F. Poole, formerly librarian at the 
Atheneum in this city, is the superintendent, and the library 
has greatly prospered under his management. It already 
contains forty-two thousand volumes, and is increasing at the 
rate of more than a thousand volumes a month. Mr. Poole 
was originally opposed to opening the library on Sundays, but 
has become convinced by the experiment that it is the true 
policy, while the most active opponents ofthe open library 
are the beer-seller, whose business is affected by it. The Sun- 
day use of the library has steadily increased from the open- 
ing. Let us go and do likewise. — Herald.
